THE LENTEN SEASON. 


How the Holy Forty Days of Fasting and 


Prayer will to Observed in Decatur. 


To-morrow will be Ash Wednesday, the 


tint day of Lent, 1881, which season will 
continue for 40 days. The holy season 
will be generally observed in Decatur by 
Episcopalians and Catholics. AD author- 
ity on Ihe subject says that in the 
church's economy Lent hai two main 
purposes to serve: First, to gland as a 
perpetual memorial in the church of the 
humiliation and self-denial which the life 
of Christ ever exhibited; and second, lo 
afford a convenient season In which Chris- 
tians may exercise themselves in that 
discipline which IB needed through the 
entire couree of life. That feature of 
Christ's, of which Lent is a memorial, is 
the key note to its proper observance. It 
is not to be imagined that the Lenten 
season is kept with the idea that, during 
the six weeks which it covers, the self- 
denial and self-discipline for the whole 
year are to be accomplished; that during 
the remainder of the time Christian peo- 
ple may surrender themselves without 
restraint to the gratification of self. All 
life and every occupation are regarded as 
conditions needing self-control. In the 
Lenten season it is sought to acquire the 
spiritual strength necessary to fight tbe 
spiritual battles that come up all through 
the year. In a word, the Lenten season, 
especially of spiritual nourishment and 
refreshment, when the lessons of the Gos- 
pel may be brought more vividly before 
tbe mind and the resolution to live in 
them be yearly strengthened. To this 
end Christians are encouraged during tbe 
season of Lent, to separate themsel ves, 
not merely from meat nnd drink, but as 
far as possible from the absorbing cares 
and pleasures of life which pre-occupy 
the mind to the exclusion of Christian 
truth, so winning them from the hopes of 
eternity and the life of holiness. To set 
apart an allotted lime for such a task does 
not imply that there need be any cant or 
assumed sanctimoniousness about it.— 
The Lcnlen work is merely a serious work 
undertaken in a sober, resolute way.

The eastbound Lightning Express train 


No. 2, running at the rate of about 25 
miles per hour, met with what might have 
been a frightful wreck, involving the loss 
of many lives, last night about U o'clock, 
five blocks west of the Church street tar- 
get on the main line of the Wabash Rail- 
way. Early in the evening a freight car 
got off the rails on tbe main track a few 
car lengths east of the switch where the 
accident occurred, and in order to let in- 
comingand out going trains pass by, the 
switcb*at the west end was left open. It 
appears from all can be learned that 
neither the conductor or engineer of the 
Lightning Express had received notice of 
Ihe obstruction on the main track and 
were also not aware that the switch was 
turned. The train was 35 minutes late, 
and when|the locomotive struck the open 
switch the curve was so sharp that the 
ponderous o6-ton iron horse broke one of 
the rails, left the other rails on the side- 
track, and went plunging and lunging 
about until it finally ran off down into 
the ditch on the north side of the road 
bed and buried itself part way into the 
frozen earth, fully six car lengths east of 
the switch. Engineer McDole aiid Fire- 
man Paul, both of SprinRfiold, who were 
on the locomotive, had no time even to 
think of jumping, and both remained at 
their posts until (be engine lauded in the 
ditch. 
They were jostled against the 


boiler bead rather roughly but both es- 
caped without serious injury. One side 
of McRole's face was scratched a little, 
and Paul received a thump on his fore- 
head from a flying tool. Before reaching 
the switch McDole applied the air brakes 
and Ihe train slackened perceptibly, but

have been averted. The. cas° will be In 
vcstigated by the officials and the respon- 
sible parties will be punished by being 
discharged. The men connected with the 
wreck train were at work all night, and 
this morning 'Jie track was cleared of all 
obstructions. The engine was still in the 
ditch when our reporter visited the scene, 
and several sections of the sidetrack were 
torn up, while the broken rails were scat- 
tered about in almost every direction.
